Alienists Find Him Sane and Slayer 
of Avis 
Linnell WHI Be 
Electro­ 


cuted. 


Boston, May 17. — Clarence V. T. 
Rleheson m ust die. 
Governor Foss, 
after 
receiving the 
opinions of the 
alienists who exam ined the prisoner, 
-ead them carefully. 
The governor caused the announce­ 
ment to be m ade that executive clem 
ency would not he extended. Riehe- 
son will be executed some tim e early 
next week, th at is, after m idnight on 
Sunday. 
The exact tim e when he will he put 
to death by electricity is a m atter of 
discretion with General Bridges, w ar­ 
den of the sta te prison. He is allowed 
the entire week to follow the instruc- 
Mons of the court. 
Governor Foss issued a statem ent 
in regard to the case. 
It shows that 
the opinion of all the alienists, those 
employed by the state, by the gover­ 
nor personally and by the defense, all 
agree that Rleheson was not insane 
when he com m itted the crim e and is 
not at the present time. 
The doctors informed the govem er 
that while the prisoner’s antecedents 
were m entally not of the best and he 
himself had exhibited abnorm alities at 
times, it could not be said th at he was 
Irresponsible when he com m itted the 
crime, or that he is now legally In­ 
sane. 
The statem ent is as follows: “Ex­ 
ecutive clemency will not be extend­ 
ed In the case of Clarence V. T Rlche- 
son. 
The prisoner was sentenced on 
his own confession and without a trial 
for a crim e which it appears im possi­ 
ble th a t any normal man could com ­ 
mit. 
“ After his confession and sentence 
a plea of insanity was set up by his 
counsel and st longly supported by af­ 
fidavits extending over his life. 
The 
c h a r a c te r of the«e affidavits left no 
o th e r course for the governor than to 
submit these and the prisoner film­ 
s' if to an exam ination by our leading 
alienists, in order to protect the com ­ 
monwealth from the charge that the 
man was 
actually Insane when the 
deed was com m itted as well as at the 
p resen t time. 
“T he evidence “hows that 
Riche- 
son’s family is heavily afflicted with 
insanity, that he himself is neurotic, 
a som nam bulist and a neurasthenic; 
th at h e Is subject to extrem e erne 
ti- 
a1 disturbances, m arked by loss of 
memory, w-hlch two 
alienists 
have 
diagnosed as hysterical insanity, one 
phy-dcian adding the alterntlve term 
of hysterical delirium and the m ajority 
opinion indicating that these attack s 
are hysterical attacks, m arked by ex­ 
trem e emotional disturbances of brief 
duration, with loss of memory during 
the attack and for a varying period 
following it. 
“The 
evidence, 
however, 
while 
d e a rly revealing these attacks, indi­ 
cates that his crim e was not commltt- 
ted by him during such an attack. 
Therefore, while th e re is some diverg- 
e m e of opinion among the alienists as 
to 
w hether 
these 
attacks 
indicate 
actual 
insanity, th e re 
is 
stiff! lent 
ground for the conclusion that he is 
accountable for his crime, and th a t 
the exercise of executive cie mc n»y in 
this instance would tie contrary to the 
public good."

A tlantic City, N. J., May 17. — The 
subm arine C 2, a new vessel not yet 
delivered to the United S tates govern­ 
ment, ran aground 
three miles off 
Longport. The vessel is in a desperate 
condition and probably will be a total 
loss. 
Fourteen m em bers of the crew on 
board the vessel were brought ashore, 
while Captain S. Danenhower, an em- 
plove of the firm building the boat, 
and four others refused to leave, de­ 
spite the critical condition of their 
vessel. 
They sent a m essage for a 
revenue cutter to be sum m oned in the 
hope of saving the subm arine. 
After refusing aid from the I>ong- 
port life saving crew aud atter the 
crew had returned to their station, the 
subm arine, whose official classific ation 
is C 2. although it bears the chris­ 
tened nam e of Tunar, again signalled 
for assistance. 
While the rain was failing and the 
sea was running high, two crew s of 
governm ent 
life 
savers, 
one 
from 
Ocean City, under Captain 
George 
Blackman, and another from the G reat 
Egg H arbor station af Longport, went 
out again and brought fourteen men 
from the stranded subm arine. 
Captain S. Danenhower and th e oth­ 
er four men refused to leave the tioat. 
Two of the men were engineers, Wil­ 
son and Eckland, one a q uarterm aster, 
Jam es Meyers, and the other Farkes, a 
sailor. 
The fourteen men taken ofT arrived 
at the Great Egg H arbor life saving 
station and were given dry clothing, 
shelter and food. 
T he tran sfer at sea was extrem ely 
hazardous and was accom plished by 
running in close with the boat of the 
Ocean City crew 
A fterward a second 
tran sfe r was m ade to the Great Egg 
H arbor 
gasoline 
power 
lifeboat. 
Every move 
was 
attended by the 
greatest danger, for the breakers were 
high, although there was not much 
wind. 
Captain D anenhow er 
rem ained on 
the wreck when the life savers told 
him the boat. which had atruck a 
quicksand 
shoal, 
was In Im m inent 
danger of destruction. He said he had 
filled all the tan k s on the subm arine. 
by which the boat Is subm erged and 
it was his idea that this weight of 
wa’er in the hull of the T unar would 
cause the subm arine to res* solidly In 
the sand. 
She was rolling, however, when the 
Eg.; H arbor power boat left with the 
fourteen men rescued 
F u rth er the 
captain explained that he whistled for 
assistance only when he found that 
he was powerless to move his boat. 
He thought one of the propellers was 
crippled and th at this had disarranged 
the p r o f il in g machinery. 
Immediately upon rearh iag a po*! 
Mon 
where 
signal* could be seen 
through Die rain, Captain Blackman, 
of the Egg Harlior crew, sent for a 
revenue cu tter to Rid. This cu tter is 
supposed to tie on the way, but if the 
conditions should become worse, the 
boat, lying as it does, might spring a 
leak, and death might be the fate of 
the five men aboard. 
T he subm arine had gone out from 
Br1dge|iort. Conn., on her trial trip. 
service at sea tieing r e q u i r e d by the 
governm ent as a t e s t 
T he crew on 
board was consequently not m ade up 
of naval tneu, as supposed at first, 
but of em ployes of th* Lake Torpedo 
Boat company. 
The Ocean City life saving crew Is 
standing by the wreck watting for the 
arrival of the revenue cutter 
H earing of the mishap, bundle is of 
visitors hoarded cars from 
Atlantic 
City and went to the Longport sta 
tlon, w here they could get a view of 
the odd 'ra ft. Probably no wreck on 
the 
Atlantic coast ever created aa 
much excitem ent. Only her aignallng 
mast and conning tow er showed at 
high water.
